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Masquerading Japs 
Repelled on Okinawa; 
Chinese Open New Push 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Smashing fanatical Japanese countercharges along the 


flaming Okinawa battlefront, hard-slugging American dough- 
boys and Marines have gained ground in all sectors, Fleet 
Adm. Nimitz had reported today. As the Okinawa fighting 
intensified, America served two stern warnings on Japan as 
to what is in the making. The War Department disclosed 


that the veteran U. S. First Army’ 


“is on the move” toward the Pa- 
cific, while President Truman 
promised overwhelming blows 
against the Nipponese. 

Meanwhile, as Chinese troops 
enlarged their holdings on the Foo- 
chow coastal area of China and 
threatened the Nippon lifeline to 
Indo-China, with a new offensive 
—Japan decided, according to Ra- 
dio Tokyo, to mobilize her 20,000,- 
000 students for combat training. 


REPEL, COUNTERATTACK 


On Okinawa U. S. soldiers cap- 
tured Taira-Machi town while Ma- 
rines struck south of bloodily-con- 
tested Sugar Loaf hill. The Sixth 
Marine Division drove back a 
heavy Japanese counterattack. 
Some of the Nipponese were clad 
in Marine uniforms and carrying 
VU. S. weapons. 

The 77th Army Division, in a 
surprise attack north of Shuri, 
captured Taira-Machi despite 
heavy small arms fire. The 96th 
Infantry Division pushed south to-, 
ward Yonabaru under intense 
cross machin fire. The First 
Marine Division battled over 
ridges in the Wana sector. 

The Nimitz communique said 
Sugar Loaf hill, which changed 
hands 11 times, was reported se- 
cured by the Marines. 

The Japanese threw low-level 
air attacks against American ships 
off Okinawa, damaging five light 
units. Twenty-six of 35 attacking 
planes were shot down. 


CHINESE PERIL LIFELINE 


Japan’s vital land lifeline to In- 
do-China was the objective of a 
Chinese offensive in Kwangsi 
province, the Chungking high 
command reported. 

A communique said the Chinese 
recaptured the fortified railroad 
town of Hochih, 150 miles north 
of French Asiatic colony. The 
Chinese hit the city from three 
oy and took it after street fight- 

g. 

On China’s strategic east coast, 
Chinese assault forces, spreading 
out from captured Foochow port, 
took the Min river coastal town 
of Mamoi, nine miles eastward, 
and reaobed the outskirts of Lien- 
kong, coastal town 17 miles to the 
northeast. The Foochow area, di- 
rectly west of northern Formosa, 
has been suggested as a possible 
American invasion sector. 


UL. S&S. FLIERS HIT COLUMN 

In Hunan province, Chinese 
forces, supported by American 
fliers, forced a Japanese column 
to withdraw in the Sinning sector, 
60 miles southwest of the Nippon 
supply base at Shaoyang (Pao- 
ching). 

British troops pressed their 
mopping-up campaign against the 
defeated Japanese in southern 
Burma. 

Blows in overwhelming force 
against Japan were promised by 
President Truman as he conferred 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
on a U. S. sergeant for heroic 
deeds in Europe. The chief execu- 
tive declared that American forces 
are “striking devastating blows in 
the Pacific. We are preparing to 
strike them later in overwhelming 
force.” 

RUSH DOZEN CARRIERS 

The Navy Department declared 
that a dozen aircraft carriers now 
under construction, including three 
45.000-tonners, must be rushed to 
completion to build up overwhelm- 
ing seaborne air power for forth- 
coming stages of the war against 
Japan. 

Although the VU. S. Navy now 
has the world’s greatest carrier 
fleet—92 ships, of which 27 are 
30.000-tonners, officials said more 
will be needed as the fleet moves 
closer to heavily defended Japa- 

nese land masses. 

“Radio Tokyo told the Japanese 
people today that Superfortresses 
are bombarding the country with 
leaflets “aimed at causing anti- 
war thoughts and antagonism 
@ x0ng the military, governmental 
and civilian people.”

HARRY E. BLYTHE 


Dixie in Spot 
To Lead U. S.., 
Airman Says 


‘Have Everything,’ 
Blythe, Goodyear 
Manager, Asserts 


Industrialization of the south 
cannot be stopped, in the opinion 
of Harry E. Blythe, genera] man- 
ager of the Goodyear Aircraft Cor- 
poration, who is visiting in At- 
lanta. 

Pointing out that a few years 
ago southern industry amounted 

to “a few cotton mills,” the pro- 
duction leader declared in an in- 
terview: 

“Now you have everything.” 

Blythe, asserting “you've got the 
people, you've got the climate,” 
continued: 

“A tremendous number of south- 
ern people have been trained in- 
dustrially in the north. They are 
going to come back here if they 
have the opportunity.” 

Predicting an increased demand 
for airplanes after the war, Blythe 
“guessed” the postwar aircraft in- 
dustry would amount to five per 
cent of present production—or ap- 
proximately $1,000,000,000 an- 
nually, 

“You have a market already 
created—250,000 boys who have 
learned to fly during the war,” 
said the bedimpled, gray-haired 
production official, who arrived 
early yesterday. 

“All those boys are going to 
want planes,” he: said. 

Blythe, who recently became a 
licensed pilot, recalled the Good- 


year Aircraft Corporation—which 


manufactures fuselages for B-29s 
and complete Navy Corsairs, to- 
gether with other parts—was start- 
ed in 1940. 

Not part of the Goodyear Tire 
& Rubber Company, but owned by 
the same people, the aircraft con- 
cern employs many persons from 
the south, Blythe said. 

“The end of the European war 
did not affect us,” Blythe pointed 
out, “because our planes are for 
the Pacific. But, with the end of 
the Japanese war, we'll be, like 
everybody else—cut right back. 
That is,” he added, “except for ex- 
perimental planes which the Army 
and Navy will want to carry on 
for postwar development.” 

Blythe, who will attend a din- 
ner today given by L. W. Robert, 
of Robert & Company, later will 
inspect the Bell Aircraft plant.

I 
heven’t heard a word from the 
general, and all I know about 
Thursday’s celebration is what I 
have read. I have been glued to 
the telephone since I received the 
news that he was coming, but he 
ha-n’t called me.

Develop Georgia Waterways, 
Chief of Army Engineers Urges 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. 

Lt. Gen. Eugene Reybold, chief 
of engineers of the United States 
Army, with headquarters at Wash- 
ington, believes emphatically in 
the development of inland water- 
ways for the multipurpose usage 
of navigation, flood control and 
the incidental production of elec- 
tric power. 

In Atlanta on an inspection 
tour, Gen. Reybold declared in an 
interview that he strongly favored 
the development of the inland 
waterways not only of Georgia 
but also all over the country. 
Such development, he said, al- 
ways attracts a volume of traffic 
greater than the usual estimates. 

The developments which Gen. 
Reybold favors in this area in- 
clude the Chattahoochee-Flint-Ap- 
alachicola rivers, the Altamaha 
system to Macon and. Milledge- 
ville, the Savannah river develop- 
ment and the Coosa system in 
north Georgia. 

In reference to the question as 
to whether or not the Army engi-

¢neers will recommend the develop-ethe bureau 


ment of the Chattahoochee river 
for navigation from Columbus to 
Atlanta, Gen. Reybold said that 
the Army engineers here are re- 
studying the entire proposal for 
the Chattahoochee-Flint develop- 
ment and, in due time, will make 
a report. The main question is 
whether they will recommend the 
additional expenditure of $23,500,- 
000 for locks between Columbus 
and Atlanta. What they eventual- 
ly recommend will depend upon 
whether local interests can pre- 
sent arguments to indicate the 
possibility of enough river traffic 
to justify this added expense. 
City council yesterday unani- 
mously voted $15,000, its share of 
the fund for a private survey of 
the river’s navigability by F. R. 
Harris & Company, engineers. The 
Fulton county commission will 
meet with representatives of the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau tomorrow 
to discuss the appropriation of a 
matching sum as the county’s 


share. It is upon this survey that

hopes to have the 
Army Engineers approve develop- 
ment of the Chattahoochee for 
navigation between Atlanta and 
Columbus,

But, the War Department said, 
enough veteran units and person- 
nel will take the field under 
Hodges “to insure the same vigor- 
ous assault against the Japanese 
as was made by the First Army 
against the Germans.” 

Many men of the units to be) 
sent to the Pacific are being sep-| 
arated as they leave Europe. They | 
will be replaced by men who do | 
not have enough points to qualify 
for discharge. 


Presumably, most of the First 
Army’s crack officers who led 
their men in victory and defeat 
will go to the Pacific to continue 
the war against the Japanese.

| The three liners probably will 
sail as soon as Great Britain-de 
clares the Atlantic free of the U- 
boat menace. The Queen Mary and 
Queen Elizabeth could handle 
‘about 45,000 troops monthly in 
three crossings to the United States 
and the Aquitania another 8,000 
monthly. 

American wounded and sick and 
combat troops to be used in the 
Pacific have highest priority for 
transportation home. The whole 
redeployment program is expected 
to require a year.

2 Calvert Workers Testify « 
Constangy on Job Short Time 


Testimony that Herbert W. Constangy obtained draft deferments 
for a job he was not actually performing at Calvert Iron Works 
continued to pile up yesterday as the Robert A. Calvert-Constangy 
draft evasion conspiracy trial dragged into its second week in fed- 


eral court. 
Two men who worked at the 


Calvert plant during Constangy’s 
alleged employment as “expediter” 
testified yesterday that they saw 
the defendant at the war plant 
for only a few weeks after he was 
hired by Calvert, president of the 
firm and a co-defendant in the con- 
spiracy case. Constangy was on 
the payroll at the plant and re- 
ceived draft deferments as a war 
worker from September, 1943, to 
November, 1944. 

The witnesses were Lester Ergle, 
plant superintendent, and Henry 
Taylor, former chief engineer for 
the iron works and one of the 
employes “house cleaned” by Cal- 
vert after he learned they were 
siding FBI agents in their investi- 
gation of the alleged draft-evasion 
scheme at the plant. 

“ON JOB FEW WEEKS” 

Taylor testified, during direct 

examination by U. S. Attorney M. 
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i\Neil Andrews, that Constangy was 
not on the job more than a few 
weeks after Calvert employed him. 
Taylor said he had an opportunity 
to observe Constangy and other 
‘employes frequently, because his 
work took him to the shops every 
two or three days, and sometimes 
as often as four and five times in 
one day. 

Ergle told the jury he saw Con- 
stangy “doing some sort of clerical 
work” in the structural shop of- 
fice “for two or three weeks—may- 
be as much as a month” during 
the fall of 1943. He did not see 
Constangy in the plant at any time 
during 1944, Ergle testified.

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Inflated Farm Prices Are Dangerous 


The American Bankers’ Association 
has issued a timely warning to all its 
members on the rising tide of inflation 
in farm land prices. 


The over-all picture is one highly rem- 
iniscent of the boom which ended in dis- 
aster following the last war: Sales are 
heavy; the farms owned by insurance 
companies, banks and estates—which for- 
merly served as a dampening influence 
on the market—have been disposed of; 
speculators are bidding prices beyond that 
which bona fide farmers can afford to pay; 
and many of the transactions involve mort- 
gages of 75 per cent or more of the sales 
prices. 


That the situation is a dangerous one 
is readily apparent from a land value map 
prepared from data of the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. This shows, for in- 
stance, that average farm land values have 
increased more than fifty per cent in the 
United States since the -war began and 
that in some states, notably South Caro- 


lina, the increase has been as high as 
96 per cent. 


In Georgia, using 1912 to 1914 average 
as the base 100, the index—which stood 
at 57 in 1933 and 80 in 1939—is 132 today. 
Georgia farm land values increased an 
average of ten per cent last year and the 
rise continues unchecked. 


While economists are agreed that most 
farms were selling for less than their ac- 
tual worth a few years ago, the fact re- 
mains that land value is largely deter- 
mined by its normal revenue-producing 
ability. And history has shown, time and 
again, that whenever speculation carries 
farm prices beyond the land’s worth to 
the farmer, collapse is inevitable. 


Remembering the bitter days of the 
early twenties, no friend of the farmer 
could wish for a re-enactment of the boom 
which ended so tragically after the last 
war. If man learns anything by expe- 
rience, then let him beware of inviting 
inflation by speculation in farm property. 


Observing National Maritime Day 


It was on Mey 2, 1819, that “The Sa- 
vannah,” first steamship to cross the At- 
lantic, set out from the Georgia port on 
its momentous voyage. 


Today, 126 years later, the nation cele- 
brates National Maritime Day, an annual 
occasion upon which we pay homage to 
our merchant marine and the men who 
have made it the greatest in the world. 


It is especially fitting, a few days after 
victory has capped our efforts in Europe 
and as we turn our attention to the Pa- 
cific theater, to take note of the job which 
our ships and the men who sail them have 
done in both our wars. 


This Is National Cotton 


In every state of the Union notice will 
be taken, this week, of National Cotton 
Week, a six-day period set aside for the 
publicizing of cotton products of all de- 
scriptions. 


There has been, in recent years, much 
worry among cotton growers of the south 
over the future of their primary crop. 
Competition of synthetic fibers and of de- 
veloping cotton production areas in other 
parts of the world have, and will continue 
to, cut into the textile empire which once 
was cotton’s exclusive territory. 


This year, however, with the coming 
of peace to Europe, there should be an 
increased demand for cotton textiles of all 
descriptions. Wartime restrictions have 
left the people of most European coun- 
tries, and of Britain, ill-clad and lacking 


We have more than 4,000 merchant 
ships. More than 200,000 seamen sail 
them. And, since first our war effort got 
underway, we have been shipping war 
materials at the rate of 8,000 tons an hour. 


That rate must be kept up—even ac- 
celerated—as we carry the war to Japan. 
The job of hauling such quantities of men 
and material across the great reaches of 
the Pacific will not be an easy one. But 
the Merchant Marine is capable of the 
task. 


And, as Gen. Eisenhower has said: 
“When final victory is ours, there is no 
organization that will share its credit more 
deservedly than the Merchant Marine.”

The Wind Plays a Tune 


On Bones of the Dead

meeting of nations at San Francisco has emerged with a framework. 


San Francisco is not, and was not intended to be, in any sense 
a “peace conference.” It was simply a job of building an organ- 
ization to deal with problems. This we will do. 


It was obvious weeks ago the four sponsors, the United States, 
Russia, Britain and China, attached so much importance to this 
job of creating such an organization they were willing to subordinate 
many otherwise important considerations. 

In this none was more co-operative than the Soviet Union. That, 
too. is a fact to be kept in mind. We are very jumpy about the 
Soviet Union. It cannot be hurried. Its official setup does not 
make for flexibility. It is not true that everything has to go up 
to “Uncle Joe.” Important things go to him and to the central 
rommittee (37 members). They take great care with any measure 
for a number of reasons, among them being the complex setup of 
the Soviet Union. 

What gives those dealing with Russia a sense of irritation and 
frustration is that the Russians will not hurry even on small mat- 
ters. They will not because they cannot, because of their system of 
bureaus, do things in a hurry. 

In small things, which ordinarily could be decided in minutes, 
the Russians gravely will forward the matter for attention. It may 
take days. Meanwhile, those dealing with them fret and imagine 
they are stalling, don’t want to “co-operate” and are trying to “have 
their own way.” 

The delays do not at all mean Russia doesn’t want to co-operate, 
or isn’t going to do so. But it would be well to keep in mind they 
are not going to hurry. 

Also, it seems to me, we have got in the very unreasonable 
habit of saying, when Russia carries a point, that we have “made 
another concession to Russia.’ Conferences are for the purpose 
of reaching agreement and when agreement is reached it is an 

agreement and not a “concession.” 


ee st:ee@°" One of the most difficult problems of our 
Power Politics thinking, and that of other peoples, too, is 
to think of things as they were before the war came. 

It must be remembered the continent of Europe is an actual 
political vacuum. It never was before. The balance of power pat- 
tern of 1939 has been utterly changed. 

What every nation wants today is security. That is not as we 
would have it. Idealists, and all honest men are idealists, would 
prefer a more ideal urge. But nations want security. Russia 
wants it as much as any other nation. And despite the fact power 
politics must play a part in this international desire for security, 
ideals will receive some consideration for the very good reason 
ideals are more practical now than even realized in 1920. 


So, we see power politics at work. It affects Russian policy 
over an area from, and including the Balkans, the eastern Medi- 
terranean to Persia. Great Britain is more interested than ever, 
since it came so near being severed, in the imperial lifeline from 
Gibraltar through the Suez canal by sea; and through Turkey, the 
Arabic states and Persia to India by land. The United States has 
the old interest of all that concerns the Western Hemisphere and 
a new interest—the vast stretches of the Pacific. 

Within those areas the great powers will need, and will have, 
what we call a “sphere of influence.” Each must have assurance 
the others understand and are friendly. 

The San Francisco Conference was the first test and, therefore, 
the most important. The difficulties of international co-operation 
are gigantic. We saw that in the meeting at San Francisco where 
the Latin-American countries wanted the inter-American defensive 
system freed from the authority of the council; where certain 
islands were taken from the general “trusteeship” and placed under 
direct supervision. 

Power politics will have a place because we can’t have peace 
without power to enforce it. But we are paying more attention 
to the realities which, in the past, have broken down the best power 
alone could establish. 

After the first World War the European allies set up an organ- 
ization of nations against Russia. They called it, openly and with 
enthusiasm, the “Cordon Sanitaire.” It failed. Russia does not 
encourage one in reverse. All realize no “Cordon Sanitaire” is 
enough. 

All over the world there are ruins of empires, nations and 
peoples. The winds of history blow through them, playing a tune 
on the dry bones of the millions dead in war. The ancient empires 
of Egypt and Babylon were swept away by the Persian hordes; the 
Macedonian destroyed the Persian; the Romans crushed the Mace- 
donian; the Teutonic and Arabic armies brought Rome’s great 
empire to dust.

London Just Escaped 
New Terror Weapons 


Now that the pressure of war news from 
Europe is over, many startling stories are coming 
to light. We learn, for instance, of the sinking 


of the British warship Queen Elizabeth and her salvaging and re- 


pair. We learn of the German attempt at infiltration into Paris 
during the battle of the Ardennes bulge. 

One of the most interesting stories of all is of the launching site 
for Germany’s third secret weapon. This, if the Germans had had 
time to put it into use, would almost certainly have destroyed Lon- 
don utterly, as completely as Berlin is now ruined. 

There were seven, large-scale sites along the French coast, un- 
der construction with slave labor, when the Allies landed on the 
Normandy beaches last June 6. The sites had been discovered by 
air reconnaissance as early as September, 1943. From then until work 
stopped, it was slowed up by constant heavy-bombing by RAF Lan- 
casters. The Germans were forced to abandon the sites soon after 
the landings in Normandy. 

The seven sites appear to have been designed for different pur- 
poses. At one site near Calais the work was so far along it can 
be studied in detail. This was for 120-pound rocket shells that 
could be poured on London at the rate of 10 per minute. Another 
site seems to have been intended for still another type of secret 
weapon. They were strung along the French coast from near Calais 


to the Cherbourg peninsula. 

on At the Calais site there were to be 50 smooth- 
400 Foot Guns bore gun barrels, each 400 feet long and sunk 
350 feet into the chalk hills. hey were trained on London, 95 
miles away, and the gun barrels stood at a 55-degree angle. 

There were placements for two batteries of 25 guns each. No 
ammunition was found on the site, but experts figured the guns 
would use shells weighing 120 pounds with a 40-pound explosive 
warhead. They could have been showered on London at the rate 
of 10 per minute. It is easy to see how helpless all local defense 
would have been; how, combined with the V-l and V-2 weapons, 
they would have reduced all London to rubble, killed untold thou- 
sands of her people, and, probably, forced abandonment of the 
city, the administrative center of the Allied war effort. 

The entire operating installations for these guns was under- 
ground, protected by a concrete roof 18 feet thick, which covered 
several acres. Such a protective roof is practically invulnerable 
to any bomb yet used. 

There was a standard-gauge railway built right up to the site, 
apparently intended to carry the shells and other supplies right 
up to the guns. This railway penetrated into the chalk hill 
through a tunnel 700 yards. long. 

This tunnel is solid concrete and is 30 feet high and 25 feet 
wide. There is an unloading platform inside the hill. Running 
from this platform are chambers and galleries, leading to the two 
batteries and to storage chambers, carved out of the chalk. There 
are smaller tunnels at. a lower level. 


° Outside the hill is a 4,000-kw. electric 
Electric Generator generator, also inside a protective con- 
crete structure... While not yet installed, parts for the building of 
a large elevator going down into the hill were found. 

This site was visited by a group of news correspondents, but 
the story has, since that time, been crowded out of the cables *by 
the pressure of the momentous events that happened so fast. 

There can be little doubt that, if the Germans had had the time 
to use these new weapons, London, and probably other important 
centers in southern England, would have been wiped out. It seems 
impossible to imagine any form of effective defense. The only de- 
fense was destruction of the sites and weapons themselves and the 
strength of the concrete and steel protective roofs made this virtu- 
ally impossible. The RAF by its constant bombing did so delay 
completion of the construction of the sites that the Germans had not 
been able to use them when the invasion of Normandy disrupted 
their plans. 

Such weapons, however, are today but a stern warning of the 
world destruction which will inevitably come if we are insane 
enough to ever permit another world war to start. In half a cen- 
tury, at most, a paranoiac nation, such as Germany, can have rocket 
guns that could pour such streams of missiles on cities in the United 
States. If we give them a chance to create.the industrial machine

Last year, or maybe the year 
before, an author-farmer won 
fame by writing a book to prove 
that our soil had been injured by 
the turnplow—which, as the name 
implies, not only breaks up the 
soil but turns it over, so the top- 
soil is underneath. 

He got the publicity, but a 
farmer in. Hall county, Georgia, 
beat him.to the idea by thirty 
years or more. 

This Georgia farmer, who seems 
to be a religious man, reasoned 
that God knew what He was doing 
when He arranged the scheme of 
nature. 

He placed the topsoil on the sur- 
face and the clay subsoil beneath 
it because that arrangement is 
best for the growing of plants and 
the conservation of moisture. 

He made the leaves and other 
dead vegetation to fall to the 
ground and cover the surface for 
various reasons—to protect tender 
roots in freezing weather; to keep 
winter rains and spring floods 
from washing away exposed soil: 
to keep the ground cool and moist 
and prevent baking in summer: 


‘to hold the summer rainfall in- 


stead of letting it run off quickly; 
at.all times to prevent erosion; 
and finally, to decay and become 
a part of the soil, and thus return 
to the earth the fertility upon 
which it had fed. 

That was the farmer's theory, 
and he proved it sound by making 
money when his neighbors failed. 
He plowed ten inches deep, but 
never turned the soil. His fields 
were covered with litter and trash 
while theirs were pretty and 
clean. And his soil hasn’t washed 
down brooks and creeks and rivers 
to the sea, but is where it was 
thirty years ago. 

Remember the empire purchased 
by Jefferson? You will find a

Fiery Patton 
Minced No Words 


WASHINGTON—Prior to the invasion of Eu- 
i rope last year, Gen. Patton, colorful commander 

of the American Third Army, made a speech to 

his trooill that promises to go down as one of the classics of the war. 


The speech has never found its way into the public prints for 
the reason that some of the general’s language was so sulphurous 
it wouldn’t stand the test of that sort of thing. Nevertheless it 
has been given the widest sort of private distribution in Army 
circles. Around the Pentagon building in Washington nearly every 
officer and man has seen a typewritten copy of it. 

Some enlisted man took down the speech in shorthand as it was 
delivered, and without the general’s knowing it has been dis- 
tributed to the far corners of the earth. 


Gen. Patton is a hard- -hitting fighting man who talks pretty much 
the way he fights. Not all of his picturesque language can be re- 
peated. It wouldn't pass the censor. But it is possible to give the 
substance of his remarks in that classic preinvasion speech by 
making certain deletions signified by blanks and dashes. Here is 
an expurgated edition of what he said: 

“Men. this stuff some sources sling around about America want- 
ing to stay out of the war and not wanting to fight is a lot of 
baloney. Americans love to fight, traditionally. All real Americans 
love the sting and clash of battle. America loves a winner. Amer- 
ica will not tolerate a loser. Americans despise a coward. Ameri- 
cans play to win. That’s why America has never lost and never 
will lose a war, for the very thought of losing is hateful to an 


American. 


' “You are not all going to die. Only 2 per 
No Fear of Death cent of you, right here today, would be 
killed in a major battle. Death must not be feared. Death in time 
comes to all of us, and every man is scared in his first action. If 
he says he’s not, he’s a —— liar. Some men are cowards, yes; 
but they fight just the same, or get the hell slammed out of them. 
The real hero is the man who fights even though he’s scared. Some 
get over their fright in a minute under fire; others take an hour; 
for some it takes days. But a real man will never let the fear of 
death overpower his honor, his sense of duty to his country and to 
his manhood. 

“All through your Army careers you have been grousing about 
drill. That, like everything else in the Army, has a definite pur- 
pose. That purpose is instant obedience to orders and to create and 
maintain constant alertness.’ This must be bred into every soldier. 
A man must be alert all the time if he expects to stay alive. If 
not, some German will sneak up behind him with a sock full 
of... There are 400 neatly marked graves in Sicily, all because 
one man went to sleep on his job. ... But they are German graves, 
because we caught the -——— asleep. 

“An Army is a team, lives, sleeps, 
This individual hero stuff is...”

“Every single man in the Army plays a vital role. 
Teamwork Every man has his job to do and must do it. What 
if every truck driver decided he didn’t like the whine of a shell 
overhead, turned yellow and dived headlong into a ditch? Where 
in hell would we be now? Where would our country, our loved ones, 
our homes, even the world pe? No, thank God, Americans don't 
think like ‘that. Every man does his job, serves the whole. Ord- 
nance men supply and maintain the guns and vast machinery of 
this war to keep us rolling. Quartermasters bring up clothes and 
food, for where we're going there isn’t a hell of a lot to steal. 

“Remember men, you don’t know I’m here. No mention of that 
is to be made in any letters. The USA is supposed to be wondering 
what the hell has happened to me. I’m not supposed to be in Eng- 
land. Let the first to find out be the ——— Germans. I want 
them to look up and howl, ‘ACH, IT’S THE (blank-bland) THIRD 
ARMY AND THAT (blank-blank) PATTON AGAIN,’ 

“We want to get this thing over and get the hell out of here, 
and get at those Japs. The shortest road home is through 
Berlin and Tokyo. We'll win this war, but we'll win it only by 
showing the enemy we have more guts than they have or ever will 
have. There’s one great thing that you men can say when it’s all 
over and you’re home once more. You can thank God that 20 years 
from now, when you’re sitting around the fireside with your grand- 
son on your knee, and he asks what you did in the war, you won't 
have to shift him to the other knee, cough, and say, ‘I shoveled 
manure in Louisiana.’ ”

Ours Is the Recipe for Ruin 


ADVANCED ALLIED HEAD.- 
QUARTERS IN THE MEDITER- 
RANEAN VIA ROME—The thing 
our country has not yet learned is 
that war is the instrument of po- 
litical policy and victory is not a 
triumph of arms. But winning po- 
litical aims is the greatest danger 
of all coalition wars and is ocon- 
tradictory to the aims of the Allies 
unless they can be reconciled that 
such wars become mere elimina- 
tion contests, each victory being 
the preface to a new struggle. 


When agreements between the 
Allies have been made at the high- 
est levels they must be meticulous- 
ly kept. If they are not, peace 
cannot be kept in the long run ex- 
cept at the price of relinquishing 
everything for which the war was 
fought thus making all sacrifices 
Vain. 

The inter-Allied agreements be- 
long to the political branches of 
the government, not to the army. 
The army’s business is to imple- 
ment them. 

We are passing from crisis to 
crisis with our Russian Allies be- 
cause it is not shown we mean 
what we say. At present Tito is 
in Trieste and has taken over the 
administration of that port despite 
the fact it was clearly understood 
that Trieste belongs under Anglo- 
American administration. It should 
be handed over to us no matter 
who got there first and Yugoslavia 
never was assigned exclusively to 
the Russian sphere. In such a case 
Tito either withdraws as a result 
of harmony of agreement or we 
must compel his withdrawal. 
There is no alternative except 
postponement and that would be 
worse than a showdown. 


If Trieste was the only incident 
ft would be less important, but it 
is not. Our personal honor is in- 
volved in the Polish situation. 


If it was on the advice of Brit- 
ain and America: if it was agreed 
that American troops would not 
enter Berlin and the American flag 
should not fly there; why weren't 


Americans so informed and why 
were American GIs encouraged 


on to Berlin; if Czechoslovakia has 
a: free and independent govern- 
ment why aren’t our diplomatic 
representatives in Prague and why 
do we allow the Russians to de- 
cide when or if they will be there 
at all? The same holds true of 
Vienna which was definitely as- 
signed to administration by all 
three powers. 


The result of not compelling the 
agreements to be kept is the worst 
possible situation for our relations 
with the Soviets. On the one hand 
we retreat, on the other we seek 
to offset the Russian moves by 
strengthening the most anti-Rus- 
sian forces in countries where we 
are in power. 


Thus we lead in justification to 
Russian expansion and monopoly 
of power while weakly accepting 
from its press the publicity given 
to Goering, Germany’s No. 1 Nazi, 
and General Eisenhower’s rebuke 
to his own officers who frater- 
nized with him, two Nazi headlines 
speaking of the rescue of Thyssen 
who served Hitler for years until 
he quit for purely personal rea- 
sons, publication of the wisecracks 
by Schacht who backed the Nazis 
as early as 1931, failure to dif- 
ferentiate between such persons as 
Niemoeller and Prince Phillip 
Hesse who were treated equally 
even though Hesse was a Nazi 
chieftain. 


What we actually are doing is 
giving in to Russia’s face and ril- 
ing her behind her back and that 
is the recipe for ruin. We should 
be honest and straightforward and 
terrible in our strength to enforce 
the exact agreements. Above all 
there should be complete integra- 
tion between the State Department 
and the army. But between Lon- 
don and the Middle East I was un- 
able to discover any real commu- 
nication between army leaders and 
American ambassadors and min- 
isters who seem to be living in 
separate worlds.

Baiting? 

One of the great pleasures of 
my long and rowdy scrap with 
the criminal underworld of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
their pietistical fellow-travelers is 
an occasional opportunity to spoon- 
feed one of these apologists a dish 
of his own hypocrisy or incompe- 
tence. 

I have at my elbow just now a 
resounding editorial in a weekly 
paper calling itself the Labor 
News, published in Worcester, 
Mass., and dated Friday, April 5, 
1940, 

I should like to quote from this 
essay just enough to establish the 
attitude of those people, including 
William Green and Joe Padway, 
the president and general counsel 
of the A. F, of L., toward disclos- 
ures of criminality in their own 
organizations. Invariably they 
have denounced the revelations as 
labor-baiting and union-busting, 
and the excerpts which I shall 
give will show how savagely such 
imposters have misled the workers 
who reposéd confidence in them. 


Freeman M, Saltus is named in 
the masthead as the editor of the 
Labor News, of Worcester, Mass., 
so I assume that he either wrote 
or approved the editorial which 
Says, in part: 

“That his lying pen is. doing 
considerable damage, not only in 
encouraging labor’s enemies to 
carry on their infamous campaign 
against labor, but is poisoning the 
minds of many who, because of 
lack of knowledge concerning the 
labor movement, actually believe 
what Pegler says, is God’s truth. 
That Pegler is a big asset for those 
who, for many years have turned 
heaven and earth to discredit 
union labor is fully realized. 

“Of particular interest to Mr. 
Pegler is one Mr. Bioff, an offi- 
cial of the amusement industry, 
whom he charges with being a 
grafter, a crook, racketeer and God 
knows what. 

“His particular plea is that, hav- 
ing been convicted of a minor 
crime some 20 years ago, he is 
unfit to hold his present position. 

“Pegler is now paying his re- 
spects to George Browne, president 


of the International Alliance of 


Theatrical Stage Employes and 
Moving Picture Operators. Browne, 
although considered a splendid ex- 
ecutive and highly regarded in the 
labor movement as able, honest 
and conscientious, has also been 
Placed in Pegler’s category of 
grafters and racketeers because he 
is not doing his (Pegler’s) bidding, 
by discharging Biofgf. 

“Reading between the lines, one 
who is a close observer of men 
like Pegler, whose principal stock 
in trade is persecution, usually 
are correct in their conception as 
regards this kind of a person, and 
usually come out right when they 
characterize them as fakirs.” 


On March 4, three years later, 
I went to Worcester, and, between 
trains verified in Mr. Saltus’ own 
editorial jurisdiction, a state of af- 
fairs which either through shock- 
ing incompetence as a union jour- 
nalist or deliberate forbearance, I 
cannot say which, he had failed 
to publicize and remedy. By the 
Simple, journalistic method of con- 
sulting the police files and inter- 
viewing policemen, I was able to 
prove that one Amos Cote, a con- 
victed brothel-keeper, prohibition 
bootlegger and gambling house 
operator, a notorious drunkard 
and thug, with a police record of 
three prison terms and a number 
of fines, had recently been in- 
Stalled as president of the Cen- 
tral Massachusetts Board of the 
Textile Workers’ Union of the CIO 
at ceremonies attended by Saul 
Wallen, the regional director of the 
War Labor Board and Emil Rieve, 
the national president of the union. 
Entries in the police records de- 
clared that a young woman arrest- 
ed in a flat in company with Cote 
had declared that she halved her 
earnings with him. 


He was made president of a 
joint board embracing numerous 
locals in the center of the textile 
area. Hugh Kingsley, president 
of the Worcester Newspaper Guild 
and thus a CIO official employed 
at public expense, as press agent 
for the War Labor Board, deplored 
the expose and refused to co-oper- 
ate with me. 


To the faint credit of Mr. Rieve, 
it may be said that, after this ras- 
cal had been exposed by independ- 
ent initiative in a casual turn on 
the police run, he threw Cote out 
of his job.

Two-Term 
Limitation? 


PRINCETON, N. J.—The death 
of President Roosevelt while in 
office and within a few months 
after his re-election for a fourth 
term inevitably raised the ques- 
tion of whether future Presidents 
should be permitted to serve more 
than two terms. 

The problem will undoubtedly 
be considered, if congress acts on 
a proposal in the house that a 12- 
man commission of experts be ap- 
pointed to study the whole sub- 
ject of presidential elections and 
presidential suression. 

Public sentiment has, in surveys 
since December, 1943, been found 
in favor of limiting any president 
of the United States to not more 
than two terms in office. 

Today, six out of every 10 (60 
per cent) among those with opin- 
ions are found approving the two- 
term limitation. This percentage 
is six points off from last July, 
when a similar survey found 66 
per cent of those with opinions 
favoring the limitation in the fu- 
ture. « 

Here are the nation-wide results 
of the survey today, along with 
the findings in earlier surveys on 


the issue: 
Favor Oppose 

December, 1943 54% 46% 
July, 1944 66 34 
Today 60 40

Russia and Need for a Big-Three Meeting 


President Truman and Prime 
Minister Churchill agree that a 
meeting of the “Big Three” in 
the near future is desirable. No 
published word has come from 
Stalin, but the indirect indications 
are that he also would be willing 
to meet again with the American 
and British heads of governments. 
It is fair to presume that Stalin 
wishes to get acquainted with the 
new American President. 

It would be unreasonable to 
presume otherwise, unless Stalin 
has decided to withdraw Russia 
into complete isolation. While 
there have been some signs that 
Russia is not ready to emerge 
very far from isolation, her role 
in the San Francisco conference 
indicates that she remains inter- 
ested in the preservation of the 
alliance which defeated Germany 
and probably in broader forms of 
international collaboration. It is 
evident, however, that the prog- 
ress made at San Francisco to- 
ward drafting a charter for the 
world security organization has 
not been accompanied by equal 
progress in the adjustment of dif- 
ferences among the Big Three. 
On the contrary, Russia’s relations 


with the western Allies have de- 
teriorated since the Crimea con- 
ference, chiefly because the Rus- 
sians have failed to execute cer- 
tain of the agreements reached 
there. 

Within. the last few days ac- 
counts have been published which 
purpose to throw new light on the 
Crimean agreements, especially 
that with regard to Poland. These 
vary essentially. from the facts 
as they are vouched for by in- 
formed American sources. While 
there were differences in inter- 
pretation of the Crimean agree- 
ments, they were not. broad 
enough to cover the Russian ac- 
tions and omissions which en- 
sued. The resultant conclusion 
that the Russians were defaulting 
on plain commitments was reach- 
ed in Washington prior to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s death. 

Thus a new and disturbing ele- 
ment has been injected into the 
relations of the Big Three. That 
is the question of good faith in 
executing agrzements freely reach- 
ed, If Stalin had refused to make 
the Crimean, or any, agreement 
concerning Poland, one cause of 
friction among the great powers

National Lottery the Answer 


I believe my national lottery 
would not only raise 
money to take care of the vet- 
erans’ bonus but it might even 
have enough left over to pay that 
tax-free expense account of $2,500 
per year that congressman have 
voted themselves while offering 
jobless vets $20 per week—with 
complications. 


The complications are try-and- 
get the 20 in time to pay for the 
next meal. 

I am an optimistic fellow. I 
believe that eventually the gov- 
ernment will compensate the boys 
and girls for their war service 
and, in fact, I understand such 
compensation is proposed in the 
form of a flat $20 per week for 
one year to all, not just the job- 
less. 

It is estimated that this will re- 
quire a total of $11,000,000,000, 
which, oddly enough, is the sum 
that certain experts estimate my 
national lottery would raise; but 
I suppose most citizens would say 
that any compensation to war vet- 
erans should be regarded as an ob- 
ligation of the taxpayers to come 
out of the public funds, and not 
to be raised by a trick method like 
a lottery. 

Morally, this view may be cor- 
rect. However, in the first place, 
I do not consider the proposed $20 
a week adequate compensation for 
men and women who have lost 
two, three and even four years out 
of their economic lives while many 
of their fellows not in service 
were advancing and making 
money, and, in the second place, 
I think the $11,000,000,000 will be 
resisted by the taxpayers and pay- 
ment perhaps long delayed. 

Therefore, I have suggested the 
employment of the lottery not only 
to raise compensation of the vet- 
erans to an adequate sum, but to 
forestall a long fight such as the 
veterans of World War I experi- 
enced.

My way of handling the vote 
under my national lottery plan 
would be to have places like banks 
where they could step up to the 
counters, present their papers and 
get paid off according to their 
length of service and combat duty, 
but in any event, in such amounts 
as to do them some immediate 
good. 

It seems incredible after all the 
past experiences and all the warn- 
ings to prepare for this occasion 
that there should now be confu- 
sion and inadequacy with respect 
to the veterans, but that is just 
what it amounts to. The one 
thing that was not to happen is 
happening and I only hope it is 
not permitted to get worse. 

Referring back to the moral 
aspect of my national lottery, I 
would like to call your attention 
to the fact that last year the race 
tracks of the United States han- 
dled almost one billion dollars in 
their pari-mutuels system of zet- 
ting, and not all the hig tracks 
were operating. This year the 
sum may be doubled and the gam- 
bling on the races takes no ac- 
count of the off-track betting 
through bookmakers which must 
amount to an enormous sum. 

I almost glibly said another bil- 
lion because billion is practically 
the common denominator nowa- 
days. Probably it is not that 
much. However, on the pari-mu- 
tuels we get government figures, 
so there is no guesswork there. 
The total “handle” in the pari- 
mutuels represents much of the 
same money passing back and 
forth through the machines, yet 
this total surely reflects to some 
extent the volume of cash that is 
in action. 

But horse racing as a legal 
proposition is reserved to persons

U. S. Falling Short 
In Moral Leadership 


WASHINGTON—The United States seems to 
be falling short at the San Francisco United Na- 


oo ee 


tions Conference in “moral leadership” where it 


has always exercised more influence than perhaps any other nation. 


It was with some dismay that 


many received the news that we 
had cast the deciding vote in the 
Big Five against writing into the 
charter of the world security or- 
ganization a pledge for eventual 
independence for colonial peoples 
of the world. 


Instead there will be some 
phraseology about “progressive de- 
velopment of self-government” as 
the objective for colonial peoples 
under the trusteeship system to 
be set up. 

We sided, on this issue, with 
Great Britain and France, which 
have large colonial empires. Rus- 
sia and China sought a specific 
pledge of independence. It is some 
comfort that the United States 
delegation was not unanimous. 
There was a minority in favor of 
going the whole way for eventual 
independence, | 


It was obvious earlier in the 
conference, when Russian Foreign 
Commisar Molotov raised the is- 
sue of eventual colonial independ- 
ence, that this conference would 
not provide machinery for that 
purpose. This deduction was re- 
ported at the time by this writer 
from the manifest attitude of 
Great Britain and France, as well 
as from one circumstance stem- 
ming from the Big Three confer- 
ence at Yalta. 


This circumstance was that the 
trusteeship agreement at Yalta re- 
quired voluntary action by any of 
the United Nations to place terri- 
tories it now controls under a 
joint trusteeship. Colonies would 
be included under this category. 
Neither Great Britain nor France 
has indicated any disposition to 
yield up any colonies to the mer- 
cies of a joint trusteeship which 
might open the way for independ- 
ence much more quickly than 
either of those empires contem- 
plate. 


But there was one hope, at least, 
from this conference. 


It was represented by the at- 


“independence” into the charter as 
a promise. 

It must have been embarrassing 
for the United States, because of 
its traditional] stand for freedom, 
to have to cast the deciding vote 
to block this hope, especially since 
Russia, which has been consider- 
able of a troublemaker in other 
directions, took the leadership. 

We have a responsibility for 
moral leadership. Woodrow Wil- 
son aroused the hope of the little 
peoples of the world, the depend- 
ent peoples of the world, by his 
crusade for political freedom and 
self-determination after the last 
war. Franklin Roosevelt raised 
their hopes high again. This is 
the symbol that the United States 
has become to the common people 
everywhere. 

Russia now is snatching for the 
torch, paradoxical as that appears, 
considering the sad state of politi- 
cal liberty within'her own borders 
and her bold attempts to influence 
the nature of government in small 
countries just outside her borders. 

President Roosevelt apparently 
had ideals about eventual inde- 
pendence for colonial and. spbject 
peoples. But the agreemént at 
Yalta, in which he was a partner, 
blocked this ideal in the first in- 
stance, unless there was some wav 
around this that he saw which 
has not yet come to light. 

There is one other hope in the 
San Francisco conference. 

One of its sponsors is Command- 
er Harold Stassen who, incidental- 
ly, announced the United States 
delegation’s decision on the “inde- 
pendence” issue. 

That is to give the assembly, in 
which every nation will be repre- 
sented, wide powers of investiga- 
tion and full authority to receive 
petitions about conditions here and 
there that should be remedied. He 
holds that the right of petition is 
basic and fundamental.

Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, inter- 
nationally famous Bible scholar 
and Baptist minister, died Wed- 
nesday at his home in London, 
England.

Makers of parts for military ve- 
hicles and medium and heavy 
trucks will get the high priority 
rating of AA-1; parts for passenger

Along with the washings ma- 
chine plan, it was announced that 
production of home ironers and 
driers will be freed of all restraint, 
and their output will be “limited 
only by the availability of mate- 
rials, facilities and manpower.”

Berlin Food Rations 
ncreased by Russia 


The following article was obtained from Pravda, a government- 


controlled Moscow newspaper. 


It was written by a correspondent

BERLIN, May 21.—(NANA)—lIt is little more than three weeks. 


North American Newspaper Alliance trans- 


since the Red army first fought its way into Germany's capital and 4 
fortnight since the Berlin garrison, hemmed in on all sides, capitulated. 
This vast city is now gradually awakening to new life. 


Germany lies defeated. The vic- 
tors will sternly punish the war 
criminals, but they have no de- 
signs against the @xistence or the 
rights of German people at large, 
nor have they any intention of 
enslaving them. What the Nazi 
ruffians did is abhorrent to the 
very nature of the Soviet soldier, 
who fought the enemy ruthlessly 
on the battlefield but from whom 
peaceful civilians who respect the 
rights of victors have nothing to 


ear. 

The inhabitants of Berlin began 
to realize this from the first mo- 
ment the Red army entered their 
city and were not long in convinc- 
ing themselves of the falsity of 
Nazi propaganda about the “Bol- 
shevik terror” and other libelous 
fabrications. With a sigh of re- 
lieg they have set about rebuild- 
ing their lives. 

STREETS JAMMED 

The streets of Berlin are lit- 
erally jammed with ~ people. 
Strings of carts and burrows load- 
ed with household effects come 
streaming into Berlin from all 
sides as the inhabitants who had 
sought refuge from bombings in 
the environs are now returning. 
The population of Berlin is mount- 
ing from day to day, and already 
exceeds 2,000,000. 

The Soviet military administra- 
tion which was set up in Berlin 
from the first day of our entrance 
is headed by Col. Gen. N. Bergarin, 
hera of the Soviet Union, who com- 
manded one of the divisions which 
stormed Berlin. It directs all work 
of rehabilitation in the city. 

There are also district military 
administrations as well as district 
mayoralties headed by German ci- 
villians. These mayoralties have 
food, finance, communications, ed- 
ucational and other departments 
under their direction. The first 
tasks of military and civilian ad- 
ministrations was to establish or- 
der in the city and to organize 
food supply, and repair damaged 
municipal services. 

CONDITIONS INVESTIGATED 

For several months before its 
surrender, Berlin was practically 
on starvation rations. The daily 
bread grant issued by the Nazi au- 
thorities was 250 grams, and the 
inhabitants, got putrid horseflesh 
instead of meat. Streets were ren- 
dered impassable by piles of rub- 
ble, torn-off roofs and twisted steel 
beams as the result of Allied 
bombings and later by artillery 
shelling. Traffic was hampered 
and this was a serious handicap 
to the restoration of normal life. 
Conditions were extremely insan- 
itary, too, as the city has for a 
long time been without water sup- 
ply or electric light. 

The first step which had to be 
taken by the Soviet military ad- 
ministration before tackling the 


above-named formidable tasks was | 


to make a thorough inspection of 
the city services, its food stocks, 
and to register the population. 


Conferences were then held with) 
managers and engineers of power | 
| of monthly functional disturbances, 


stations, with water supply, tram- 
way and underground railway 
workers, and with bakery and 
food-shop owners. At these con- 
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ferences plans were drawn up for 
the rehabilitation of urgent serv- 
ices. 

Literally within a few days aft- 
er the Red Army entered Berlin, 
while fighting was still raging in 
the center of the city, food ration 
cards were issued to the popula- 
tion. Shops were opened and a 10- 
day ration of bread, fats, potatoes, 
sugar and salt was issued to the 
inhabitants. That ration was the 
same as had existed in Berlin be- 
fore the Red Army came, but it 
has now been increased. 

Urgent measures were then tak- 
en to clear up and to tidy the cen- 
tral thoroughfares, and big prog- 
ress has been made on Leipziger 
Strasse, Unter den Linden, Wil- 
helm Strasse, and other streets as 
well as in the principal squares 
and gardens of the city. Tramway, 
trolley, bus and underground rail- 
way workers made an inspection 
of the state of power lines and 
rolling stock, and then proceeded 
to clear the tracks. 

BIGGEST HANDICAP 

The biggest handicap to restart- 
ing of city transport services is 
lack of power, as most of Berlin’s 
power stations were put out of 
commission. Electricians, however 
are working strenuously at repair- 
ing the damage.

and in those districts which suf- 
fered least from the bombing, wa- 
ter supply and drainage already 
are functioning. 

Preparations are being made 
also to reopen theaters, motion 
picture houses, and other places 
of entertainment. 

I visited “Sans Souci” in Pots- 
dam, for many years the residence 
of Frederick the Great. I also vis- 
ited Kaiser Wilhelm’s summer res- 
idence. The Germans had strip- 
ped them of their picture collec- 
tions, carpets and crystal chande- 
liers and the whereabouts of these 
items are now unknown. What 
they could not remove, they 
smashed. 

On orders of the Soviet mili- 
tary commander of Potsdam, the 
palace of Sans Souci was put into 
order, Rubbish and wreckage 
were removed and the park in 
which it stands has been tidied 
up. Guards have been posted to 
protect the palace. 

Life in stricken Berlin is re- 
viving. The Soviets have come 
to the capital of Germany as vic- 
tors and judges, but also as guar- 
dians of order.
